That the heavy guns of the Boers 
from which ao much was expected 
Should ba aileiieed ao speedily ia a mat- 
ter of greart surprise; buit the s«b»e- 
queni advance of the burgher force on 
the Briti-.sh left fl;tnl{ show.s the attack- 
ers were In no way dismayed tihereby 
and ware atill full of tlii» aame eonfl> 
dence aad daring they have already 
exhlljited on variotis occasions. 

Apparently, the Boers have coacen- 
traited for a suiprenw effort at Lady- 
•mltb. Tliay baT* wMbdrawa tikcdr 
forcies from otter poln'ts which tihey 
consider momentarily to be of le&s Im- 
portenoe. The ease with which they 
reorganised the German corps w(hich 
wsB aJmoat anaihilated at EJaads- 
laajTte, and G'neral I.tioas M-iler's col- 
umin, slieittered at Taia.na HI:!, ahow 
how great are their recupsratlve pow- 
ers and tihelr fertility of resource. The 
p«wer«raoee the Bo^irs have shown In 
tranepor'lnK heavy ordnance and post- 
ing it in commaiuling positions has 
forced a)dmlratlon eve-n from their en- 
emiiea. Unlaw tbe present attack is 
mxrely a fetnt to occupy the British 
while the Invaders are cutting off
